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Joseph Lacey, brother of Abraham, was born about 1782-3 in Virginia (probably Shenandoah county, 
Virginia). His parents were John & Anna Lacey who moved to Washington(Carter)County, Tennessee ca 
1787. Joseph Lacey with his younger brother Abraham removed to Roane county, Tn, prior to 1813. Joseph 
Lacey served Roane county on Jurys and was an overseer of a county road. He operated a tavern in 
Kingston and possessed a liscence to retail liquor. In 1813 he purchased a 1 73 acre farm on the north side 
of the Clinch river. The farm was sold in 1819 to Phillip Prichett. 

Joseph Lacey was involved in several lawsuits as defendant. 

In about 1818-9 Joseph Lacey disappeared from Roane county completely. He claimed his inheritance in 
Carter county, Tennessee in 1819 and disappeared completely.

John Lacey, Jr. (1755-1814), a Quaker from Bucks County, Pa., became 
captain of a company of Pennsylvania Associators in August 1775, 

"throwing off," he later wrote, "my passive and non-resisting principles" 

(see Lacey, "Memoirs," 25:10). In January 1776 he was commissioned a 
captain in the 4th Pennsylvania Battalion under Col. Anthony Wayne, with 
whom he engaged in a bitter feud until Lacey resigned in November of that 
year. In March 1777 he accepted the office of sublieutenant for Bucks 
County with the rank of lieutenant colonel, taking command of the 4th 
Battalion of Bucks County militia in May 1777. On 9 Jan. 1778 Lacey was 
appointed a brigadier general in command of the Pennsylvania militia, 
temporarily replacing Brig. Gen. James Potter (see Daniel Morgan to GW, 5 
Jan., n.l ). Potter returned to his command, displacing Lacey, in May 1778 
(see GW to Lacev. 11 Mav 1778 L but Lacey continued in service as a 
brigadier general of Pennsylvania militia at least until October 1781.
